Package Description:

MAA claimsfederal match on behalf of school districts and public health districts in the state of Washington for Medicaid
outreach activities. Thisfederal match allows school districts to maximize federal revenue through MAA. Additional federal
Title XIX authority is needed to meet the current demand for matching funds related to administrative activities by these
entities on behalf of Medicaid eligible clients.

In the last two fiscal years, MAA has requested additional FFP through unanticipated receipts. The request totaled $21.4
million in State Fiscal Year 2002. This decision package, if funded, would result in sufficient FFP within the MAA base
budget. Thereby eliminating the need for unanticipated receipt requests, and providing a more accurate depiction of MAA's
federal funding need.
